The accompanying chart shows how the price 
of gasoline to the retailer has decreased and 
the gasoline tax has increased since 1924.

APPLYING BARNYARD MANURE 
DECREASES WEED GROWTH 


' Results of four years weed survey 


work at the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Scott, Sask., indicate that 
applications of fresh or rotted man- 
ure do not increase weed growth. 
The weed counts 
three different experiments, eath 
conducted as a three-year rotation 
of summer-fallow and two grain 
crops. The first crop after fallow 
was wneat in all cases, while the sec- 
ond crops were wheat, oats and bar- 
ley. The manure was applied at the 
rate of twelve tons per acre to af- 
fect the second crop after fallow 
as follows: Fresh manure in winter 
on first year stubble, spring plough- 
ed before seeding in the following 
spring; rotted manure applied as a 
top dressing after seeding on spring 
ploughed stubble; check plot which 
reccived no manure and was spring 
seeding; rotted 
manure spread on first year stubble 
and ploughed under in the fall, seed- 
ed the following spring; rotted man- 


pioughed before

AGRICULTURE IN SCHOOL 


“A good deal of thought has been 
igiven in past years to the kind of 
}education in agriculture which can 
best be introduced jnto the’ school 
curriculum", Dr. R. C. Wallace, 
President, University of Alberta, told 
the 15th convention of the Canadian 
‘Society of Technical Agriculturists 
assembled at Edmonton. It must be 
frankly admitted at the outset, he 
said, that relatively littie success had 
| attended tthe efforts of those who are 
concerned with school education in 
the teaching of agriculture. The 
formal agriculture of Grade IX and 
X of the high school had on the 
whole not achieved what was expect- 
ed of it; and the school garden, so 
enthusiastically proclaimed thirty 
yeasrs ago, cannot’be seen in West- 
ern Canada today.

It brought in complex 
tools of large size and heavy cost. 
The merchants of the time, enter- 
prising men with ready money, sup- 
plied the funds needed to buy the 
new machinery. Thus capitalism was 
born. The capitalist, then as now, 
took various risks. Above all, he 
had to gamble on the chance that 
someone would invent better ma- 
chines and so make his plant useless. 
And when ‘times were good he de- 
manded enough compensation to cov- 
er, if possible, his losses when times 
were bad. ‘ 

That this system was, and is, far 
from perfect, no one denies. A capi- 
talist who is hoggish still has plenty 
of chances to oppress his workmen. 
But his powers now have well-defin- 
ed bounds have been steadily nar- 
rowing. Workmemn have learned ‘to 
organize for their own protection, 
and laws have been passed to aid 
them. Factories are safer and mote 
healthful, and profits have been tax- 
ed heavily. 

There has’ resulted an enormous 
improvement in tthe condition of the 
workman. Communists and 


that he lives better than ever before, 
with more security and leisure. Ev- 
ven allowing for his chief remaining 
affliction, unemployment, he _ still 
goes through life more _ pleasant- 
ly than most of his predecessors. He 
eats better food, lives in a better 
house, wears better clothes; his chil- 
dren are better educated, and when 
he is sick he is better cared for. 

All of us share in this vast im- 
provement, deriving direct and valu- 
able advantage from tthe fact that 
such things as railroads exist, and 
great textile mills, large-scale farms, 
steam printing presses, cheap auto- 
mobiles, ready-made clothes, electric 
and gas plants, canned foods, and 
mass entertainment—all of them the 
offspring of the viper of capitalism, 
and impossible to imagine without 
it. ‘ 

Impossible to imagine? Yes, even 
in Russia. The Bolsheviki, when 
they seized ithat country were pledg- 
ed to wipe out capitalism and re- 
store to the workers complete con- 
trol of “the means of production.” 
Yet the Russian workman today is 
the slave of a kind of capitalism so 
grasping that it would not be toler- 
ated anywhere It not only owns his 
‘tool; it also owns ‘the miserable 
quarters in which he lives, the 
meager stores from which he must 
get his food and clothing, and the 
schools in which his children are 
taught. He must take whatever job 
and whatever wages, it deigns to of- 
fer him. The moment he sists it man- 
dates he becomes a slave in law as 
well as in fact, and may be put to 
forced labor without compensation 
‘whatever. 

The Russian worker barely gets 
enough ‘to eat. All the rest of the 
product of his labor goes into capi- 
‘dtai. It is squeezed from him and

Every Red has something to say 
against tHese typically American en- 
tenprises, but he forgets that every 
one of them is imitated incompe- 
tently to be sure, but still with un- 
concealed envy. Russia, in truth, be- 
comes a sort of inflated burlesque 
of the United States, with all of the 
evils of capitalism and none of the 
solid benefits. Its trains are filthy 
and never on time, its telephones do 
not work, its newspapers contain no 
news, its rolling mills and automo- 
bile works pay starvation wages and 
are always breaking down. 


There you have all the proof that 
is need of the necessity of capital- 
ism in the modern world. And there 
you have equal proof that private 
capitalism, whatever its defects, is
